Of  the  French  Colony  of  St.  Domingo. 
(  Concluded.) 
title  13. — General  dispositions. 

63.  Tiie  lioufe  of  every  perfon  is  an  in 
violable  iff)  lum.  During  the  night  no  one 
has  a  right  to  enter  it,  except  in  cafes  of 
conflagration,  inundation,  or  cries  which 
pnucvd  from  within.  During  the  day,  it 
can  he  entered  only  for  fomefpecial  pur- 

jj  pofe,  which  (hall  be  determined  by  law, 
or  by  an  order  proceeding  froin  tome 
public  authority.

67.  There  (ball  not  be  formed  in  the 
Colony,  incorporations  or  afibciations  ini- 
mical to  public  order— No  affembly  of 
citizens  can  call  themfelvei  a  popular  lb- 
ciet)  .  All  feditlods  afl'embiies  (hall  be  im- 
mediately difperfed,  lirft  by  verbal  com- 
mand, aud  afterwards,  if'  neceftary,  by 
armed  force. 

68.  Every  one  fliall  have  the  power  of 
forming  particular  eftabliOiments  for  the 
education  and  inftruclion  of  youth,  with 
the  permiflioti  and  under  the  fuperinten- 
dance  of  the  municipal  adminiftrations. 

69.  The  law  will  particularly  fuper- 
intend  fuch  occupations  as  affetl  public 
morals,  or  the  fecurity,  health  and  for- 
tune of  citizens. 

70.  The  law  recompencea  the  inven- 
tors of  any  agricultural  machine,  and 
veils  in  them  arj  exclulive  light  to  their 
difcoveries. 

7r.  There  fliall  he  throughout  the  co- 
lony an  uniformity  of  weights  and  mea- 
fures. 

72.  Recompences  fliall  be  awarded  by 
the  governor  in  the  name  of  the  colony, 
to  fuch  warriors  as  fliall  diftinguiili  them- 
felves  in  defending  their  country. 

73.  Proprietors  abfent  from  whatever 
caufe,  fliall  preferve  all  their  rights  to  the 
property  belonging  to  them,  and  (ituated 
in  the  colony.  In  order  to  obtain  the  re- 
moval of  the  fequeftration,  which  may 
have  been  laid  thereon,  it  will  be  fufhei- 
ent  to  produce  their  titles,  and  in  the 
want  of  titles,  fupplemental  afts,  the 
form  of  which  (hall  be  determined  by  law, 
Thofe  however,  are  excepted,  who  fliall 
have  been  enlifttd  and  who  continue  on 
the  general  lift  of  French  emigrants.

European  Intelligence. 

England. 


LONDON,  June  t9. 
Yefterday  we  received  the  Paris  pajierl 
till  the  17th  inftant.  The  fucceflive  ar- 
rival of  thefe  papers  adds  very  little  to 
the  flock  of  Continental  news.  The  re- 
port of  peace  between  Portugaland  8;ui  w 
founded  on  letters  from  Pau,  the  i6tl\ 
inft.  is  not  confirmed. — The  Moniteur 
makes  no  mention  of  it,  nor  of  the  pro- 
grefs  of  the  negotiation  between  the 
court  of  Lifbon  and  Buonaparle. — As 
the  conqueft  of  Portugal  appears  to  be  art 
object  of  great  magnitude  in  the  Ufuiper's 
plan  of  plunder  and  domination,  it  is  not- 
probable  he  will  liften  to  any  terms  of  nc- 
commodion  ;  and  if  Portugal  fhould  bi 
induced  to  give  up  a  portion  of  her  terri- 
tories to  Spain,  in  order  to  preferve  the 
remainder,  the  refult  of  fuch  a  concelfion 
may  be  eafily  anticipated.  Her  fate  is 
fealedi 

The  French  papers  having  faid,  it  is 
prefumeel,  as  much  as  they  dare  to  fay 
relative  to  the  deftination  of  Gant'.ieaume 
have  at  length  reforted  to  the  Frankfort 
Journal,  Which  is  ftated  to  contain  the 
following  article : 

"According  to  letters  from  Genon, 
of  the  2d  inft.  admiral  Gantheaume  ha<t 
received  exprefs  orders  from  Paris,  to 
difembark  as  fpeedily  as  poffible,  on  the 
coaft  of  Tripoli,  the  troops  on  board  his 
fquadron.  They  are  thence  to  attempt 
to  reach  Egypt  whatever  difikuhica 
they  may  meet  with  in  their  march." 

Letters  of  a  later  date  from  Genoa* 
make  no  mention  of  this  circuituos  rout  2, 
which  would  be  attended  with  innume- 
rable difficulties  ;  but  it  muft  he  recol- 
lected that  all  difficulties  vanifti  in  the 
view  of  a  French  projector.  The  diffi- 
culties are  only  found  in  practice,  with 
which  he  has  nothing  to  do — fufficient  if 
fpacious  in  theory. 

Letters  from  Barcelona  ftate  trial  num- 
bers of  French  troops,  and  a  body  of  fa i - 
lors,  are  on  their  march  to  Carthageha,  in 
order  to  join  in  a  fecret  expedition  that 
is  to  be  fitted  out  in  that  port.  The  ob- 
ject is  fuppofed  to  be  an  attempt  on  Mi- 
norca, under  the  idea, perhaps,  that  the 
garrifon  of  that  illand  is  weakened  by 
their  drafts  on  other  fervices.  A  iuffii 
cieht  force,  however,  will  be  left  to  pro- 
tect it.  The  Spanifh  ports  will  no  doubt 
be  clofely  watched  by  our  fleets  in  thd 
Mediterranean. 

The  Britifli  cavalry  in  Egypt  is  mount- 
ed at  the  expence  of  16s  a  horfe.  This 
is  the  crlcapcll  contract  government  ever 
made.  Coals  are  fending  out  to  the  ar- 
niv  there,  wood  being  at  the  price  of  8d 
per  pound.  A  rocking  horfe  is  thirty  times 
dearer  than  a  charger. 

The  troops  gone  from  Malta  confift  cf 
about  1200  men,  being  the  recovered  ficit 
left  behind  oh  the  re-embarkation  of  the 
army:  the  garrifon  of  the  ifland,  confid- 
cring  the  extent  of  its  works,  would  not 
admit  of  any  other  draft. 

The  moft  active  intercourfe  is  now- 
kept  up  betwixt  this  country  aiid  France. 
Flags  of  truce  pal's  daily  between  Dover 
and  Calais. 

Mr.  Nichol,  Sir  Chriftopher  Hawkins; 
and  Sir  George  Shuckhurg,  have  former- 
ly joined  in  fupport  of  Mr.  Addingtnn'fe 
adminillration.  Believing  that  nothing 
can  fave  the  conntrv  but  peace,  thev  went 
to  mr.  Addington  and  told  him,  that  thev 


and  others  were  uefirous  of  giving  him 
there  fupport,  upon  condition  he  vvculd 
snfwer  two  qtieUiorvs  to  their  fatisfcrti- 
on  :  ift  wai  there  any  political  connecti- 
between  htm  and  Mr.  Pitt?  id,  Wafc  he' 
f.  *cere  in  his  overtures  for  peace  ?  To 
the  firft  mr.  AddingtOn  anfwered,  there 
wasno  other  connection  between  him  and 
nr.  Pitt  than  that  of  private  friehdfhip  : 
to  the  fecond,  that  he  was  mcft  earneftly 
deli  rout  not  only  of  making  peace,  hut 
thac  he  bad  offered  great  facrifidrt  to  ob- 
tain it.  Sir  Ghriftopher  Hawkins  fends 
fix  memhfiT  10  parliament.

The  Gafcette  of  Saturday  contains  an 
order  of  Council,  datedthe  1 6th,  for  ta-

Tli  •  whole  province  of  Alantejo  has 
been  conquered,  and  Campo  Megiore  has 
yielded,  after  a  bombardment  of  three 
days.  It  docs  no  appear  that  the  French 
army  has  yet  joined theSpanifli.  Pinto 
after  receiving  the  molt  ample  powers 
from  his  governments  returned  to  Bsda- 
jos,  and  though  hp  offered  to  (hut  the 
ports  of  Portugal  againft  the  Britilh,  his 
proposals  were  not  acceded  to.

An  extract  from  the  Courier  of  Milan, 
given  in,thefe  papers,  mentions,  that  fix 
veffels,  laden  with  arms,  ammunition 
and  troops,  had  failed  from  Barcelona 
and  Alicant,  for  Alexandria  ;  and  that 
five  (hips  of  the  line  were  fitting  out  at 
Cadiz, 

Letters  from  Plymouth  of  the  24th, 
communicate  the  unplealing  intelligence, 
that  the  Loire  frigate,  captain  Newman, 
having  run  aground  off  Harve,  was  cap- 
tured by  two  French  frigates  and  Several 
bo  nb  and  gun  veflels,  after  a  moft  fevere 
conflict  of  feveral  hours,  in  which  the 
Loire  was  entirely  difmalted  and  rend- 
er d  unmanageable. 

Mr.  Merry,  formerly  Britifli  miniftcr 
at  Copenhagen,  is  appointed  to  go  to 
Paris  as  agent  of  prifoners,  in  the  room 
of  captain  Coates  ;  he  will  alfo  be  the 
bearer  of  difpatches  from  Lord  Hawkef 
burv,  rcfpe<ting  the  pending  negociation , 
which  it  is  fuppofed  is  in  a  favorable 
train. 

Turkey. 

CONSTANTINOPLE,  May  9. 
Another  courier  arrived  from  Egypt 
with  difpatches,  has  brought  the  follow- 
ing intelligence 


The  Eritifh  hare  blocked  up  all  the 
avenues  to  Alexandria,  both  by  land  and 
lea,  in  fuch  a  manner  that  there  remains 
but  little  hope  to  the  French  garrifon  of 
receiving  fuppTieS  either  from  Cairo  or 
any  other  point  of  Egypt.  Gen.  Huch- 
infon,  has  alio  caufed  deep  trenches  to  be 
dug,  and  a  line  of  circumvaiation  ftrength- 
ened  with  redoubts,  to  be  drawn,  in  order 
to  pre  vent  anv  forties,  which  might  be  at- 
tempted by  the  befeiged.  On  the  fide  of 
the  lea,  the  port  is  clofely  blockaded 
by  a  line  of  veliels.  Not v.ithrtar.ding 
thefe  menacing  demonstrations,  the 
French  feeni  to  be  under  no  uneafinefs, 
and  wait  the  ili'iie  with  the  cooleft  intre- 
pidity. They  have  rejected  all  propofals 
made  to  them  for  the  evacuation  of  thai 
place,  declaring  they  will  defend  them- 
itlves  to  the  laft  extremity  ;  they  will 
not  even  receive  any  flags  of  truce,  but 
Hie  upon  them  when  they  appear. 

When  the  Ruffian  ambfnadtir,  gen- 
eral Tamara,  delivered  his  new  cre- 
dentials to  tlie  Grand  Seignior, 
the  Utter  departed  from  the  etiquitte, 
which  had  been  rigidly  l  bferved  for  ten- 
I  tries,  by  fpeaking  himfelf  to  the  aflabaf- 
i.idoi,  and  ugnifytng  to  him  how  highly 
iie  valued  the  freindfttip  of  his  new  great 
foverejgn,  and  how  agreeable  it  would  be 
to  him  thai  Gwifc  Tamara  fhould  pro- 
long his  Itay  at  Condantinople  ;  the 
pelilfe  with  which  Gen.  Famara  was  pre- 
sented on  this  occafiou,  was  of  very  great 
v  alue. 

The  utmoft  exertion  will  be  made  to 
finilh  the  campaign  before  ihe  hot  leafon 
commences.  The  report  that  the  French 
has  ofteied  to  evacuate  Egypt,  ftill  re- 
quires confirmation. 

The  intelligence  that  the  expor'ation 
and  importation  of  commodities  to  rlufiia 
is  again  opened,  has  occafionca  ^reat  joy 
here. 

Germany, 

VIENNA,  Jt?ne  j. 
Letters  received  yefterday  from  Smyr- 
na aflert,  that  the  French  admiral  Gan- 
theaume,  who  was  fent  to  carry  fuccours 
to  Gen.  Menoti  in  Egypt,  has'  been  de- 
bated by  the  Britilh  admiral  lir  John  B. 
Warren. 

All  the  officers  of  our  army,  without 
exception,  are  now  required  to  give  in, 
on  oath,  a  written  declaration,  that  they 
do  not  belong  to  any  fecret  focieties  ;  all 
the  clergy-are  likewife  to  do  the  fame.

Idie  French  commiiiu.oers  having  de- 
mar.ded  cf  the  Pop"  a  certain  fum  per 
month,  for  the  maintainance  of  their 
troops,  the  Holy  Father  replied,  that  it 
was  not  in  his  powe'-  to  pay  it,  on  account 
ol  the  pdvert) ,  and  diftrefs  of  his  people. 
It  is  fail,  tint  rhe  French  exprefsed 
much  diffatisfaclion  al  the  fnfwer,  and 
it  is  fufpefted  that  their  reul  view  is  to 
feek  a  caufe  for  a  new  quarrel  with  the 
Sovereign  Pontiff.

MADRID,  May  24. 
The  Prince  ofTeace  has  addrefled  too 
his  majefty  the  following  bulletins  : 
May  20. 

The  courier  who  brought  to  nje  your 
majefty's  letter,  dated  the.  18th,  arrived 
at  the  camp,  where  the  troops  were  ta- 
king repofe,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  niorn- 
ing.  They  were  under  arms  before 
Yekes.  We  are  mailers  of  Olivenz  i-,  and 
I  keep  the  Portuguefe  inveftedin  Yelves  ; 
a  hundred  Spaniards  only  purfued  two 
thoufand  Portuguefe,  who  were  protect- 
ed by  the  fire  of  the  place.  The  troops 
attacked  them  by  my  command.  The 
moment  I  arrived  at  the  head  of  the  ad- 
vanced guard  they  pre  fen  ted  to  me  two 
branches  of  an  orange  tree  from  the 
gardens  of  Yelves.  I  have  fent  them  as 
a  prefent  to  her  majefty.

Jnrumenha  has  fur  rendered  to  the  arms 
of  your  majefty,  and  this  capture  makes 
us  mailer  of  the  depot  of  the  fmugglers.

An  Adjutant  commander  has  arrived 
at  Badajoz  with  the  news  of  the  fuccefs 
obtained  by  the  SpaniOi  army.  '1  be 
whole  province  of  AUntejo  has  been 
conquered.    Elvas  is  blockaded. 

Campo  Maggiorc,  after  a  long  refift- 
ance,  yielded  to  a  bombardment  of  three 
days. 

At  Alonches,  a  corps  of  Portuguefe 
troops  has  been  defeated.  It  has  lolt  a 
great  number  of  men  killed,  and  500  pri- 
soners. Another  affair  has  taken  place 
at  Avis. 

The  Minifter  Pinto  has  arrived  at 
Badajoz,  furnished  with  full  power  from 
the  regency  of  Portugal.  He  had  offered 
to  flint  the  ports  of  Portugal  againft  the 
Britifli  ;  and  had  made  other  advantage- 
ous propoGtions, but  not  fuch  as  to  reach 
tlie  object  propofed  to  themfelves  by 
FranceJ  and  Spain^-that  of  obtaining  in 
thofe  Britifli  provinces,  objects  of  com- 
penfation  for  the  French,  Batavian,  and 
Spanidi  polTeftions  which  treafon  or  the 
fate  of  w  ar  had  put  into  the  power  of  ihe 
Britilh. 

At  the  departure  of  the  adjutant  com- 
mander a  corps  of  'French  troops,  18,000 
ftrong  was  at  Giudad  Roderigo,  and  has 
not  been  engaged. 

June  18. 

Lieu.  Gen.  Soult  fends  inte'ligence 
by  gn  extraordinary  courier,  who  left 
Tarentem  on  the  14th  June,  that  a  veffel 
which  failed  from  Corfu  on  the  oth  inft. 
had  brought  intelligence  to  Otranio,  that 
the  Brit  nil  had  been  comnleatly  defeated 
on  the  firft  days  cf  the  mdnth  of  May — 
that  they  had  re-embarked,  and  that  fe 
vera!  tranfports  Kad  come  to  take  ir 
Water  in  the  different  ports  of  the 
Morea. 

An  officer  embarked  on  board  this

"The  BritiQi  had  taken  poneffion  of 
Rofetta  about  the  middle  of  April.  The; 
had  fent  half  their  army  thither,  under 
the  command  of  general  rluchlnfon  in 
pe-fon,  who  hud  marched  againft  Rha- 
manie — that  Gen.  \;enou  had  marched 
thither  with  all  his  army,  and  after 
different  fkirmiflies  of  cavalry  and  ad- 
vanced guards  a  general  a.Tair  took  place 
in  the  Delta,  where  general  Huchinfon 
was  compleatly  defeated,  ;'.nu  loft  part 
of  his  army  :  that  however,  the  portion 
of  the  Britilh  army  which  had  remained 
at  Aboukir,  feeing  Alexandria  deftitute 
of  troops  had  prefented  themfelves  in 
order  to  carry  the  poiition  whieh  Gen. 
Menou  had,  after  the  afTairofthe  21ft 
March  occupied  and  can  led  to  be  for- 
tified, that  the  French  had  caufed  feveral 
mines  to  be  fprung,  which  had  gre  itlv 
ii  jured  the  Britifli  ;  that  the  latter  foon 
perceived  that  the  pofition  of  Gen. 
Menou  was  undor  a  redoubt,  fituated 
!  between  Fort  Cretin  and  the  Roman 
Fortrefs  ;  they  therefore  thought  pro- 
per to  turn  back,  and  re-occupy  their 
pofition  at  Aboukir,  with  a  considerable 
lofs,  expofed  to  grape  (hot,  and  the  fortie 
of  the  garrifon  of  Alexandria  ;  that 
thefe  two  events  combined,  had  forced 
them  to  re-embark,  and  that  they  had 
left  in  the  fort  of  Aboukir  7  or  8co 
Turks  of  the  corps  of  the  captain 
Pacha."

This  extraordinary  man  is  a  native  of 
St.  Domingo.  He  was  born  a  flave,  and 
as  fuch  remained  till  the  troubles  in  that 
ifland  gave  an  an  opportunity  for  the  dis- 
play of  his  talents.  His  matter  a  consid- 
erable planter,  took  him  while  very  young 
to  France  where  he  remained  feme  time  ; 
and  being  a  fmart  lad,  attention  was  paid 
to  hit  education,  which  is  better  than 
mod  negroes  receive.  But  full  he  was 
only  a  negro  flave,  and  returned  to  St. 
Domingo  where  he  lived  in  that  charact- 
er feveral  years  before  the  troubles  broke 
•ut.  Soon  after  the  French  Revolution 
•very  one  knows  how  the  mifreprefenta- 
tion  of  the  principles  oflibertvand  equa- 
lity defolated  St.  Domingo.  The  whites 
were  deftroyed,  and  after  them  the  peo- 
ple of  colour  ;  the  blacks  remaining,  in 
fact  matters  of  the  ifland.  In  the  dread- 
ful fcenes  that  occurred,  Touiflant  foon 
diftinguinied  himfeif  and  acquired  a  fovr 
reign  (way  over  his  fellow  negroes  amoun 
ting  now  to  ico.ooo  men  in  arms,  innured 
to  the  climate,  and  educated  to  war. 

Touiflant,  to  the  talents  of  a  general 
8t  a  politician,  adds  the  more  amiable  gra- 
ces cf  gratitude  and  humanity.  Hi?  maf- 
ter  fled  to  the  United  States  of  America  ; 
and  Touiflant  remitted  him,  or  endeavor- 
ed to  remit  as  much  of  the  produce  of  hi.? 
eflate  as  was  pofiible.  "When  General 
Maitland  evacuated  Port-au-Prince,  the 
treaty  for  that  purpofe  was  negotiated 
and  concluded  with  Touiflant,  who  exe- 
cuted every  conditio')  with  the  linked  fi- 
delity and  honor.  But  Touiflant  did  not 
treat  as  an  independant  prince  as  fume 
of  the  papers  have  laid.  All  he  did  was 
in  the  name  of  the, French  Republic.  For 
wli'^le  he  is  abfolute  monarch  over  St. 
Domingo,  he  »fle£ta  to  be  a  fubjeel  of 
France,  a  fact  of  which  the  following  an- 
ecdote is  a  fufScient  teftimony. 

When  general  Maitland  evacuated 
Porr-au-Prince,  all  the  old  French  plant- 
ers who  had  joined  the  Bntifh,  departed 
with  him  of  courfe.  In  the  harbour  was 
the  old  mailer  of  Touiflant,  who  had  come 
fr«m  the  continent  to  endeavor  to  re- 
trieve his  property,  in  which  he  had  been 
unfuccefsful  ;  and  he  was  about  to  fly 
with  the  Engliili  in  rags  and  wretched- 
nefs.  General  Maitland  had  too  much 
vvifdom  to  treat  Touiflant  as  a  brigand 
(robber,)  as  he  had  hitherto  been  treated  ; 
and  Touiflant's  conduct  repaid  him  for 
his  civility.

FEATURJ&  of  the  NEWS. 
By  an  arrival  it  Charlcflodi,  from  Eu- 
rope, fome  flight  lketches  of  European  in- 


telligence have  been  received,  which  we 
give  as  we  find  them,  in  the  papers  of 
that  city.  We  think  it  proper,  to  offer 
futh  reflexions  as  fuggelt  themfelves  on 
the  perufal  theteaf,  The  principal 
points  are 

1.  What  relates  to  Egypt, 

2.  What  relates  to  Portugal, 

3.  The  million  of  Colonel  Merry  to 
Paris. 

The  readers  of  this  paper  miift  recol- 
lect that  the  opinion  which  we  have  uni- 
formly entertained  concerning  Egypt, 
lias  been  different  from  the  greater  part  of 
the  public  papers,  and  even  from  men 
whole  information  is  entitled  to  confider- 
able refpect.  We  have  always  been  per- 
fuaded  from  reflecVion — from  an  invefti- 
gation  of  the  nature  of  th*t  country — 
the  views  and  intererefts  of  the  French — 
the  temper  of  the  various  defcriptions  of 
the  natives  and  of  the  French — and  the 
habits  and  characters  of  the  Britilh,  that 
Egypt  would  become  ultimately  a  French 
colony,  flio.ild  its  generals  prove  as  faith- 
ful as  they  are  fkilful. 

Wc  know  indeed,  that  many  attribute 
our  opinions  rather  to  the  influence  of 
.vilbes,  than  reasoning.  Thefe  certainly 
have  a  right  to  their  opinions,  and  even 
to  pride  themfelves  on  their  better  judg- 
ment, fliould  our  predictions  prove  unfub- 
ftantial. 

We  however,  find  in  the  prefent  advi- 
ces, reafon  to  confide  in  the  judgments 
we  had  formed,  and  to  believe  that  the 
expedition  again  ft  Rofetta,  after  the  ac- 
tion of  the  x  1  It  March,  was  the  firfl  move- 
ment retrograde,  towards  a  total  evacua- 
tion of  Egypt.  • 

Some  Itrel's  is  laid  upon  a  dov.bt  ex- 
p  re  fled  in  the  Moniteur  of  Paris,  on  the 
authenticity  of  the  news  received  by  Cor- 
fu, Otranto,  and  Tarentum.  Men  ac- 
quainted with  the  fineflc  of  ftatefmen, 
however,  might  difcover  in  the  exceffive 
candor  of  the  Moniteur,  evidence  of  an 
internal  confidence.  Leaving  thefe 
doubts,  we  rcfort  to  fafts.  We  muit  pre- 
fume  that  when  the  Britilh  gained  their 
victory  on  the  21ft  of  March,  they  obtain- 
ed all  the  neceffary  and  fubftantial  advan- 
tages of  fuch  an  event.  That  it  wasjlo- 
them, comparatively  a  great  thing.  How- 
ever, we  found  Gen.  Abercromby  could 
not  find  room  even  for  a  grave,  on  the 
field  of  batth,  wher.-  he  fell,  with  fo  much 
glory  ;  nor  could  Gen.  Moore  find  accom- 
modations on  (bore  to  receive  the  advan- 
tages of  furgical  aid.  Of  courfe  the 
poor  soldiers  were  not  likely  to  be  better 
accommodated.  The  fruits  of  this  cele- 
brated vidtory,  therefore,  were  a  great 
deal  of  parliamentary  glory,  and  actual 
dil'alter  and  defeat.  Some  one  has  well 
obi'erved,  that  the  operations  of  the  Bri- 
tifii  near  Alexandria  refcmbled  thole  of 
the  Greeks  near  Troy — they  fought  by 
day  and  by  night  returned  to  their  fliip* 
with  their  wounded  and  their  woe-be- 
gone.  The  iffue  as  it  was  not  likely  to 
be  protracted  to  the  length  of  the  Tro- 
jan war,  was  very  different  in  its  iffue, 
for  tho'  the  French  loft  a  He£tor  at 
Roiee,  the  Britiili  Achilles  was  vulnera- 
ble in  a  less  honorable  part  than  his  heel, 
and  no  Ulyffcs  was  to  be  found  in  the 
camp  or  fleet. 

Huchinlon  in  retreating  to  Rofetta, 
difplayed  at  once  his  ik.il  1  and  his  weak- 
ness. The  place  was  peculiarly  favor- 
able for  maintaining  the  connexion  with 
the  fleet.  It  was  in  fact  the  only  place 
on  the  Egyptian  coaft.  For  Diametta, 
which  is  about  80  miles  eaftward,  Hands 
6  miles  from  the  fea.  Befide  the  advan- 
tages to  a  defponding  army,  in  a  feafon 
.vhen  the  heat  of  the  feafon  and  inunda- 
tion approaching,  rendered  their  fituati- 
011  more  critical — Rofetta  was  almolt  in- 
flated by  the  limb  of  the  lake  Madie, 
which  joined  the  Bolbitian  branch  of  the 
canopic  Nile,  by  which  a  communication 
for  forage  and  provilions  might  be  car- 
ried on,  fliould  not  the  French  be  too 
powerful  in  the  Delta. 

The  French  however,  were  actually  ef- 
tabliflied  at  Foua  on  the  oppofite  bank  to 
Refetta,  only  about  30  miles  higher  up, 
anddiitcntfro  n  Rhainainc,  about  iz  miles 
but  on  oppofite  banks.  Thefe  three  pla- 
ces each  divided  from  the  other  by  water 
were  points  of  importance.  Foua  was  II  7 — 
fortified  in  the  modern  ftyle.  Rhamaine  'C^ 
in  the  antient,  but  very  i'nadequte  to  de-'Tl  - 
fence  agiinft  artillerv.  It  is,  therefore 
coofiftant,  with  the  information  received 
by  way  of  Corfu,  that  an  attack  fliould 
have  been  directed  againft  the  latter  place 
were  it  only  to  open  a  communication  by 
which  fupplies  might  be  procured.  We 
alfo  learn  that  feveral  fkirmilhes  of  caval- 
ry took  place  in  the  Delta.  Rhamaine 
is  not  in  the  Delta,  but  Foua  is,  and  that 
the  Britilh  expeditions  in  this  quarter 
were  Amply  foraging  parties  ;  and  that 
the  attempts  upon  Rhamanie  and  the  new 
jpofitions  of  the  French  between  the  old 
'Roman  camp  8t  Fort  Creitin  were  inten- 
ded to  cover  fome  project  of  a  predatory 
]  kind,  or  to  open  a  correfpondence  for  fun- 


plies  with  the  Delta.  No  other  object  can 
we  conceive  be  reafonable  or  practicable 
after  the  acknowledged  difcon.fiture  in 
the  retreat  to  Rofetta.  Upon  the  iflue 
of  the  attempt  there  is  every  reafon  to  be- 
lieve the  truth  ef  the  accounts  thus  re- 
ceived. We  are  the  more  impreffed  with 
the  couviction  by  the  return  of  the  India 
in  expedition  from  the  Red  Sea  to  the 
Malabar  coaft,  after  an  unfuccefsful  effort 
to  proceed  n»  farther  than  Judda  ;  and 
the  coution  taken  to  preferve  a  flrong  gar- 
rifon  in  Malta.  In  a  word  we  have  al- 
ways tho  t  it  out  of  the  ;.o\ver  of  the  Bri- 
tifli  with  fo  much  employment  on  their 
hands,  to  effect  any  enterprise  with  ulti- 
mate fuccefs  againft  the  French  in  Egypt  J 
the  force  fent  and  the  pofition  chofen, 
were  both  incompetent  and  injudicious. 
The  original  landing,  if  made  at  Rofetta, 
would  have  been  uccompliilicd  without 
lofs  of  a  fingle  life,  and  with  the  force  in 
full  vigor  they  might  have  poffefled  them- 
ftlvesfof  the  Canalof  Menouf  which  would 
have  opened  the  communication  with  Cai- 
ro, and  cut  off  the  communication  be 
tween  Alexandria  and  that  place,  while 
the  fleet  blockaded  Alexandria,  but  the 
Britilh  are  deftitute  of  generals  of  lkill 
and  the  foldiers  cannot  encounter  a  warm 
climate — their  rivals  poffefs  the  advant- 
age of  them  and  have  triumphed. 

The  affairs  of  Portugal  are  no  other- 
wife  important  than  as  they  involve  o- 
thcr  parts  of  tiie  world.  To  England  her 
commerce  is  all  important,  and  to  pre- 
ferve  it  we  make  no  doubt,  that  Britain 
would  willingly  relinquifli  Ceylon,  and 
confent  to  the  ceffion  of  Goa  to  France. 
Whether  flie  would  or  not  confent  to  fur- 
render  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  other 
Dutch  poffeffions  we  are  not  perfectly 
prepared  to  form  an  opinion,  but  we  make 
no  doubt  that  on  fuch  conditions,  the 
chief  conful  wouid  now  confent  to  give 
peace  to  the  agreflor. 

The  million  of  cob  Merrv,  certainly 
indicates  a  difpofition  to  feek  peace,  on 
the  part  of  the  Britilh  miniltry.  Indeed 
the  farce  of  refignalion,  acted  a  few 
months  ago  by  Pitt  &  Co.  clearly  pointed 
out  that  wifli  which  was  to  be  fought  in 
either  event  of  the  expedition  to  Egypt* 
— Tbia  million  further  proves  that  the 
game  is  lost  in  that  quarter. 

Subordinate  points  in  thefe  advices  may 
f  be  confidercd  of  ultimate  confequence. — 
The  expediton  from  the  Adriatic  can  cer- 
tainly have  110  ther  deflination  than  the 
Greek  ifles  or  Egypt.  Thofe  in  the  ports 
of  Spain,  are  obviouflv  menaces,  which 
perhaps  occafioned  leffer  expeditions  with 
fuccours  of  ammunition  or  troops  to  dif- 
ferent points. 

We  have  heard  of  reports  very  interef- 
ting  in  their  nature,  concerning  a  renew- 
al of  activity  in  the  north  of  Europe,  bv 
the  nfutn!  powers  :  tjrui  fame  facts  con- 
cerning the  late  changes  in  the  Spanifli 
miniltry,  which  we  Hull  not  now  touch 
upon,  as  advices  in  detail  are  faid  to  be 
now  in  this  city.
